IN  ACCORDANCE  with  section  12  of  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  Act,  examinations  for  efficiency  in  the 
practice  of  assaying  will  be  held  in  the  Laboratory  of 
the  Bureau  of  Mines,  Victoria,  on  November  12th, 
1900,  and  on  such  following  days  as  may  be  found 
necessary.

Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur.

Should  the  Minister  of  Mines  deem  it  advisable  to 
hold  examinations  in  other  localities,  he  is  authorised 
to  appoint  another  special  Examiner  from  each  such 
locality,  who  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Provin- 
cial Mineralogist  and  Provincial  Assayer  for  the  con- 
ducting of  such  examination. 

Examiners  shall  be  appointed  without  salary,  but 
shall  be  allowed  hotel  and  travelling  expenses,  when 
called  upon  to  act  as  Examiners,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  without  fee  a certificate,  as  provided  in  the 
Act. 

While  the  Department  of  Mines  will  provide  all  the

BOARD  OF  HORTICULTURE. 


rpHE  following  is  published  in  pursuance  of  the 
\ provisions  of  the  Horticultural  Board  Act:— 

At  a statutory  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at  New 
Westminster,  on  Thursday  the  4th  October,  1900,  it 
was  resolved  that  section  16  of  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations be  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

Inspection  Fees. 

16.  The  fees  for  inspection  of  apple,  pear,  plum, 
cherry  and  other  fruit  trees  shall  be  as  follows: — 


On  all  consignments  numbering — 

Under  100  trees $2  50 

100  trees  and  under  250  3 50 

250  „ 500 4 50 


And  for  every  additional  500  trees,  or  fraction  thereof 
over  500,  $1  additional. 

For  other  nursery  stock  the  fees  shall  be  as  follows  : 

$2.50  on  $25.00  in  value  or  fraction  thereof. 

$3.50  on  any  consignment  over  $25.00  and  up  to 
$50  in  value;  and  5 per  cent,  additional  on  the  value 
over  $50.00. 

When  nursery  stock,  trees  or  plants  are  found  to  be 
infected  with  insect  pests  or  diseases,  a charge  of  50 
per  cent,  will  be  added  to  the  foregoing  rates  to  pay 
expenses  of  the  quarantine  officers  for  supervising  dis- 
infection and  subsequent  inspections. 

On  fruit,  viz.,  apples,  pears  and  quinces,  the  minimum 
fee  shall  be  $1.00  for  any  number  of  boxes  up  to  33, 
and  all  in  excess  of  this  number  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  box.  On  fruit  packed  in  barrels  the 
fee  shall  be  $1.00  for  any  number  of  barrels  up  to  10, 
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and  for  any  number  of  barrels  over  10  the  fee  shall  be 
at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  barrel. 

It  is  furthermore  provided  that  all  other  varieties  of 
fruit  shall  be  subject  to  inspection,  if  deemed  neces- 
sary, on  the  same  terms  and  subject  to  the  same  fees 
as  those  above  mentioned. 

Certified  invoices  will  be  required.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

YYTHEREAS  section  11  of  the  Regulations  govern- 
YV  ing  the  granting  of  yearly  licences  and  permits 
to  cut  timber  on  Dominion  lands  in  Manitoba,  the 
North-west  Territories,  and  within  twenty  miles  on 
either  side  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  established  by  the  Order 
in  Council  of  the  1st  July,  1898,  as  amended  by  sub- 
sequent Orders  in  Council,  provides  that  the  dues  on 
square  timber  and  saw  logs  of  poplar  shall  be  .$2.00 
per  thousand  feet  B.  M. , that  the  dues  on  square 
timber  and  saw  logs  of  pine,  cedar,  spruce,  tamarack 
and  other  woods  unenumerated  shall  be  $2.50  per 
thousand  feet;  and  that  the  dues  on  square  timber  and 
saw  logs  of  oak,  elm,  ash  or  maple  shall  be  $3.00  per 
thousand  feet  B.M.: 

And  whereas  it  has  been  found  that  the  number  of 
permits  issued  to  cut  square  timber  and  saw  logs  upon 
the  payment  of  dues  at  the  above  rates  have  become 
less  each  year,  and  as  it  is  desirable  in  the  public 
interest  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  small  mills 
in  outlying  districts,  with  a view  of  securing  to  the 
settlers  a fairly  cheap  supply  of  lumber, — 

Therefore,  His  Excellency,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  is  pleased  to 
order  that  the  dues  on  square  timber  and  saw  logs  of 
any  wood  excepting  oak  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  reduced  to  $1.50  per  thousand  feet  B.  M. , the 
dues  on  oak  to  remain  unchanged : 

And  whereas  provision  is  made  in  the  same  section 
of  the  Regulations  “that  returns  of  board  measure 
to  be  made  by  ‘Scribner’s  log  rule’  if  the  timber  is 
cut  in  Manitoba  or  the  North-west  Territories,  and  by 
the  British  Columbia  log  scale  if  it  is  cut  within  the 
Railway  Belt  in  British  Columbia”: 

And  whereas  it  appears  that  very  few  of  the  persons 
who  cut.  timber  under  permit,  understand  how  to 
scale  logs  by  “Scribner’s  log  rule,”  and  that  the  result 
is  that  very  material  errors  sometimes  occur, — 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  is  pleased,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada, 
to  order  that  the  section  of  the  Regulations  above 
quoted  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  following  be  substi-

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Perry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act,- — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
tnotice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  lie  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  lie  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
eacli  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  ot  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  ot  such  | 


Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOJ  inches  by  7^  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  One 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof.
